HONDURAS VOLCANO 
We published lately, from a lato Ja- 
maica paper, an explanation relative to 
the singular phenomenon of a shower of 
sand and ashes which fell on that Island 
in January last, tho origin of which was 
satisfactorily traced to the volcanic ex- 
plosion that occurred in Honduras, South 
America, in the same month. We have 
already had short and imperfect notices 
of this truly tcrific occurrence, the explo- 
sion of which, it is now ascertained, was 
[distinctly heard at a distance of several 
hundred miles, and mistaken for dischar- 
ges of artillery. So complete was the 
illusion at Bogota, that the military were 
j regularly mustered, in expectation of the 
approach of a hostile army. 

The following is an official narrative 
of this event, reported to the Supremo 
Government, by the authorities of a town 
iu tho immediate vicinity of tho volcano: 

Official communication from the City of 
Nacaomo to the Minister General, of 
the event from the 20th to the 20th of 
tho present January, being a true copy 
of the original. 

Citizen Minister General of the Su- 
preme Government of the State: — The 
jtwentieth of tho present month, at half 
(past 6 o’clock in the morning, a cloud 
| was observed upon tho summit called 
Cosiguina, which arose in a pyramidical 
form, with so many hues, and of such 
density, that we immediately presumed 
jit proceeded from a volcanic eruption. 

At some height it separated into two 
parts, one spreading over tho summit of 
Conehagua, and the other towards the 
peak of Pespire. Up to this time, no- 
thing more was hoard than dull subter- 
raneous noises nor had any trembling 
been felt. The cloud continued to spread, 
land the general alarm increased. At 
half past ten, there no longer remained 
a doubt of the malignity of tho phenom- 
enon, then extending itself with greater 
rapidity over this place. At half past 11, 
it became necessary to use artificial light, 

'and at 12 we were involved in a gene- 
ral darkness, which it is difficult to con- 
jeeive, nor does any tradition exist of such, 
in events of this description. Public pray- 
ers were immediately determined to be 
[offered up by the inhabitants and their 
j worthy Pastor. At half past 2, in tho 
(afternoon, by the light of torches and 
candles, a supplicating procession moved. 

| A little before, a shower of fine sand had 
'commenced falling; in its course, the 



ved at the break of day on the 22d, with- 
out our sad situation having been ameli- 
orated; on the contrary, the opacity was 
greator. The noises nnd shocks contin- 
ued. The neighborhood of this city, its 
square (or citadel) and streets, were cov- 
ered with 4 or 5 inches of the exhala- 
tions mentioned, and so fine that at tho 
least breath of air they would rise, filling 
the organs of respiration; the trees in 
the fields, tho roofs of the houses, were 
the same, and the rivers were infected 
by a baneful stench. In this situation, 
this municipality, with tho concurrence 
of their pastor, thought proper to assem- 
ble the inhabitants for the purpose of 
adopting suitable measures for the exi- 
gency. The only ones which have oc- 
curred until now, is to endeavor to wet 
tho dust, which we believe to be the most 
injurious to health, and to supply the 
people with provisions. — In both which 
the inhabitants have assisted with prompt- 
ness, as well as by their personal 'servi- 
ces, as pecuniary, considering in the 
mean time what other measures of policy 
and salubrity they might adopt. On this 
day, the horizon was observed to become 
clear, and tho atmosphero freer. From 
time to time slight shocks and rumblings 
were experienced. The evening, twi- 
light was clear; the stars were soon dis- 
covered; tho sky became considerably 
clear, and at twelve o’clock at night, 
praises and thanksgivings to the Su- 
preme Being were heard, for tho now 
ascertained improvement of our critical 
situation. But at this very hour, arum 
bling noise was heard, which continued 
increasing without interruption until a 
violent report took place as of the distant 
discharge of many heavy cannon. Twelve 
minutes after the commencement, it con 
tinued until a quarter past 12 o’clock, 
when a violent shock took place, which 
was then the presago of a now eruption ; 
the rumblings now continued with the 
same intervals of a frightful silence. A 
dark column' was seen to ascend anew 
lrow Consiguina, covering this place, 
concealing the stars and filling our hearts 
with mourning and alHiction, now terri- 
fied by tho incessant noise for a quarter 
of an hour of the dreadful reports and 
shocks . At five o’clock on tho morning 
of the 22d, day broke without witnessing 
any increase; in tho clearing of tho atmos- 
phere, which however was sufficient to 
discover the cloud, and new eruption, 
which threatened us. Prayers and sup- 
plications to tho Omnipotent God again 
began; each quarter of an hour augmen- 
ted the general terror; this reached its 
greatest height at half past 8, when the 
darkness considerably decreased tho lit- 
tle clearness of twilight. This whole 
population believing that their last hour 
had now arrived, was assembling in 
groups of persons of both sexes and all 
classes, at the houses of our venerable 
pastor who with lamentations and sobs 
begged for absolution from their 6ins. 
(The latter, who unfortunately for us was 
quite ill, absolved them in part, until 
notwithstanding his painful situation, he 
repaired to the square that ho might bo 
the better enabled to excite them to con- 
[tritiou, to absolve them as he could in 
(such terrible circumstances. At 9 o’clock 
all terminated, and a scene more terri- 
I Lie than any preceding began. The 
'dreadful rumblings were repeated, tho 
sky notwithstanding tho darkness, dis- 
played reddened glares, which excited 
fears of the atmosphere being enkindled. 
At half past ten, thunders were heard 
in various directions, with sharp light- 
nings, caused by the combustible matter 
‘(loafing about in our atmosphere; the 
same effects, withont any difference,

in the most rainy months of winter. In

Our ground nnd buildings are coverej by 
the depth of 7 or 8 inches with tbc-pul- 
verised matter mentioned, in nhich are 
found birds of all kinds suffocated. Some 
duadrupeds from the forest havo sought 
for shelter in this town, and the rivers 
filled with tho same substance have cast 
upon their shores an innumerable quanli 
ty of fishes in a torpid state, and some 
dead. 

This body in drawing up the preceding 
relation, docs not pretend to givo an ex- 
act picture of an ©vent io frightful, but 
with tho gratest care and circumspection ; 
it can scarcely bo sketched, all minds 
being too much overwhlmed in consterna- 
tion to describe it in any other way. We 
intend nothiag more than to lay before 
the Supreme Government tho notice of 
so fatal a catastropho, sufficient to ena- 
ble it to givo promptly adequate orders 
for the remedy of the disaster.

PROFESSOR SI LIMAN. 

Professor Silliman has bean giving a 
popular and very interesting course of 
lectures on Geology, at Boston. Ilis com- 
petency to that task no one can question; 
but it is not every orio who possesses, as 
he docs, sufficient tasto and literary qual- 
ifications to make a scientific subject fas- 
cinating to a popular auditory. Speak- 
ing of volcanoes, tho Professor stated 
some striking facts: 

He spoke of the earthquake at Carac- 
cas, and on the recent erruption in tho 
hay of IIoDduras — of the mountains of 
Quito, and the whole chain of the Andes, 
which are capped with porphyry, trap 
and basalt, and supposed that there was 
no doubt that tho whole range, from Ter- 
ra del Fucgo, or Land of Fire, was a con- 
tinued range of volcanoes. Ho then al- 
luded to the islands in the Pacific, all of 
which are volcanic, the lied of that vast 
ocean probably resting on arches of fire; 
the volcanoes being merely tho chimnies, 
or the place of exit, for the fire and smoke 
in the interior of the earth. The num- 
ber of volcances known to be in actual 
existence is upwards of three hundred! 
In Moxico, in 1829, a region of country, 
upwards of seventy miles in extent, rose 
by volcanic action, several hundred foot, 
and a mountain was formed in the eentro 
of about 1700 feet in height — which, fifty 
years afterwards, when Humboldt visited 
the spot, was found to be hot and smok- 
ing. 

The surface of the oarth therefore is 
nothing but a crust of frozen lava!

iVeiD Printing Press. — The New York 
Commercial Advertiser gives the follow- 
ing account of a newly invented Press. 

“The body of the press is cn*t iron. It 
is on the principle of the common hand 
press, though propelled by a crank. It 
produces from thirty to forty impressions 
per minute, or about two thousand per 
hour. More than half the time ordinari- 
ly employed in preparing a form for print- 
ing, is saved. Tho ink is supplied by 
means of rollers from a fountain attached 
to the machine. It requires'but a single 
hand t<i attend it-^-jo little is the Jabot 
required that a child may work it with 
perfect ease. Being on a small scale, 
this one is principally for printin'* cards, 
labels, Sfc."

Gentlemen: — The most esteemed invi- 
tation, of which you have been the organ, 
to accept a public dinner from the demo- 
cratic citizens of New Orleans, has been 
duly received, and commands the expres- 
sion of my most respectful thanks, both 
for the honor which is dene me and the, 
flattering manner in which it has been 
communicated. Nothing could bo more-

It it he possible to prove 
his position to he true, then the excel- 
lency of the policy of keeping them <- 0 : 1 - 
fined incessantly, day an I night, is also 
possible to be established; an I the as- 
sumption, that ten or twelve ho irs ol in- 
cessant mental or physical exertion, is 
no disqualification for the same amount 
of labor during the succeeding eight, ten 
or twelve hours is also true.
